Towell Distributors license pulled 
by U.S. Department of Agriculture 


George Towell Distributors, Inc. of 1131NW 
9th Street, Belle Glade has been barred by the 
USDA from selling produce until they repay 
money owned to Clewiston-based J & J Ag 
Products, Inc. 

Carol Blake, information staffer for USDA, 
said Mr. Towell bought produce from J& J Ag 
Products, Inc. and has failed to pay that compa- 
ny $27,806. 

Mr. Towell said he has not been able to sell 
produce since the early part of December and 


does not know when he will be able to repay the 
money. 

"That's just a drop in the bucket of what І 
owe," he admitted. 

J & JAg-Products filed a complaint with 
USDA through the PACA (Perishable Agricul- 
tural Commodities Act), earlier this year. PACA 
protects shippers and farmers so they will get 
paid for their products, said Ms. Blake. No oth- 
er companies have filed a claim against Towell 
Distributors at this time,'she added.

Michael Miller, director of 
public safety for the City of 
Belle Glade, says his depart- 
ment will have "zero tolerance" 
for speeders and those driving 
under the influence from now 
until after New Years. 

The Christmas and New 
Years holidays are traditional- 
y а high accident time with 
many tragic deaths. “We have 
a lot of problems during this 
time of year,” said Chief Miller, 
“and we're working on preven- 
tion.” 

Planning to drink and drive 
over the holidays? Think 
Sagain, says Chief Miller. “If 
you believe you've had too 


much to drink and don’t have a 
ride home, call'us or have 
someone call, and we'll take 
you home,” he said. 

Another issue Chief Miller 
notes is the discharging of 
firearms during New Years. 

“It’s illegal to discharge a 
firearm within the city limits 
‘and we will have increased 
patrols and will arrest anyone 
we catch and prosecute them 
to the full extent of the law,” 
says Miller. The weapon will 
also be confiscated. 

Gunfire has been a problem 
in the past, causing damage to 
roofs and cars. Two years ago 
an officer was struck in the 
head by a descending bullet.

A high crime area in the city 
will now have a stronger police 
presence. À new police sub-sta- 
tion willopen in the southwest 
section of Belle Glade in 1997. 


„ It has been in the planning for 


tyo years, says Chief of Police 
and Director of Public Safety 
Michael Miller. The substation 
will besat the corner of South- 
west B Place and Fifth Street, 
an area police say is a drug 
infested area. Currently, the 
building houses a restaurant 
called “Hole In the Wall”. 

“Unless there’s a strong 
police presence in that area, 
the community can't feel safe,” 
said Miller, 

Homer and Dolly Hand of 
Belle Glade donated'the prop- 
erty to the city and the city 
commission has been asked to 
come up with $50,000 for reno- 
vations and equipment for the 
site. 

The station will operate 12 
hours a day in а fluctuating 


schedule. At least two officers 
will be assigned during the 
afternoon and evening. “We 
will be open after school until 
late in the evening,” he said. 

The officers assigned to the 
Community Policing program 
will man the substation for the* 
most part, says Chief Miller. 
*We'll be working with the. 
young and citizens in the area 
to reduce crime, increase coop- 
eration and communication 
between the citizens and the 
police. We hope to use non-tra- 
dition policing strategies to 
improve the quality of life in 
the area." s 

Already, Miller says, there 
have been several clean up 
efforts in the area and quite a 
few buildings are scheduled for 
demolition. "The People Who 
Care group from Mt. Zion 
AME Church have been very 
supportive," said Chief Miller. 

Last month, the city commis- 
sion authorized several high 
intensity street lights in the

dent of the American Federation of Teachers, Al 
Shanker, admits the system is skewed: "People 
are paid for coming in the morning and leaving 
at night, and for saying ‘Good morning’ in the 
morning and ‘Good afternoon’ in the afternoon 
and never confusing the two."
